The  average  nursery  catalog,  when  it  is  well  illus- 
trated and  the  text  well  written,  is  like  the  romantic 
seed  catalog,  a happy  fireside  companion  in  the  long 
winter  months,  bringing  pictures  of  Spring  and  the 
good  old  Summer  Time.  To  accomplish  this  the 
usual  catalog  must  devote  nine  tenths  of  its  space  to 
the  long  list  of  varieties  which  cover  only  one  tenth 
of  the  trees  actually  in  demand,  grown,  sold  and 
planted;  and  consequently  only  one  tenth  of  its  pages 
display  the  few  varieties  representing  ninety  percent 
of  those  planted. 

This  JEWELL  PLANTERS’  GUIDE  is  designed  to 
furnish  the  buyer  with  a list  of  only  the  best  of  the 
recognized  varieties  for  northern  culture,  and  descrip- 
tions made  brief  and  simple.

THE  STORY  OF  THE  BLACK  HILLS  SPRUCE 

About  25  years  ago  ranchers  in  eastern  Dakota  set  out  a few  of  the  Spruce  trees  they  had  found  growing  in  the  Black  Hills.  As  the 
country  settled  up  these  trees  grew  to  maturity.  The  need  of  good  windbreaks  was  great,  then  as  now,  and  all  sorts  of  evergreens  were  being 
tried  out.  As  time  went  on  other  visitors  in  the  ‘‘Hills”  brought  back  these  little  Spruce  trees,  and  in  a few  years  nurserymen  began  to  watch 
their  performance.  This  tree  was  found  by  botanists  to  be  a species  of  the  American  White  Spruce  which  had,  through  hundreds  of  years  of 
isolation  on  the  edge  of  the  Great  Plains  become  used  to  the  dry  atmosphere  and  sweeping  winds.  That  is  why  it  stands  transplanting  and 
all  the  difficulties  of  prairie  life  so  remarkably.  The  demand  assumed  large  proportions  very  soon  and  nurserymen  sent  collectors  into  the 
Hills  for  the  seed  and  seedling  stocks.  But  the  production  is  slow  and  only  within  the  past  two  years  has  there  been  enough  to  supply. 

Now  at  the  Jewell  Nursery  the  annual  production  is  over  250,000  trees  and  growing  each  year.
